Greenland, N. II., had A small farm of about 
a dozon ocroe, Riid \rtui one of those men 
ivhoBcemod to got a living very oasily. 
On 


that farm ho used to keep a horse, cow.hoga 
and fowls, and by the nid of somo muck ho 
used to scratch up enough 
mnnura for nn 


a:ro of corn. 
Sometime [in (ho month of 


Juno or July he would broftk up an aero of 
the field nnd lot it lio until Iho next Spring. 
In the Spring ho would cross plough and 
harrow it into good condition. Then he fur- 
rowed It ono way, deep enough so that 
when a shovelful of manure wna thrown on 
aud the corn planted, tho surface of the hil 
would bo ft little lower than the surround- 
ing earth. 
At the second hoeing the ground 


would bo level, and then ho set out 
four 


strawberry plants around tho hill. 
Through 


tho Summer these needed no ,care; in the 
Fall ho usually had a good crop of corn to 
harvest, besides having a strawberry patch 
of au aero. 
Ho picked these for two years; 


and by that time tbo land would be. well 
sowed down to grass. 
Bj following this 


method yearly, ho always had a crop to sell 
at a moderate cost, and had his land in good 
heat—[Mass. Ploughman.

Home one cried out: "Charge tha 
door/' Gibb? fired two moro shots, in quick 
succession, hitting Me^rs. Heed aud Kano. 
Both man dropped, nucl as they fell, the gun 
of one of them, in striking tho ground, was 
discharged, and the whole load of fifty-four 
buckshot riddled the body of David C. Boone 
killing him instantly. Gibta followed up 
this with H sally from the door, nnd the 
whole party lied iu consternation, followed 
by a bullet front tho settler's rifle which 
struck ouo of tho .vigilantes in the side, 
knocking his revolver from its scabbard.
